McGill Graduate's Services are 
Recognized at Front 



PTE. FERGUSON MISSING. 



Pte. J. W. Mills, Arts 17, and 
Pte. P. A. Bieler, Arts 18, 
Are Wounded. 



Fur gallant ami iii.*tiiiKuinhc<l con- 
duct In the field. Captain Samuel J. 
Mathewson, Scl, '15, lui» been award- 
ed the Military Cross and promoted 
to u captaincy, according to a cable 
message received by the young sol- 
dier's father, W. J. Mathewson, ste. 
famille* street, In addition, a brother, 
Lieut. .1. Arthur Mathewson, Law '15, 
has been promoted to a captaincy for 
his good work In the recent opera- 
tions on the Homme front' Hot h are 
with the 42ml Battalion; in which 
there are a number of other McQill 
graduates and students, and both 
have been Wounded in the recent 
fighting, A third brother, Lieut. Ken- 
neth Mathewson, Arts '17, of the Royal 
Flying Corps, has been missing since 
August 3, when he was shot down in u 
fight with a Fokker, Enquiries have 
been made concerning Lieut. Kenneth 
Mathewson through the American 

diplomatic service, but without re- 
vealing any trace of his whereabouts. 

The three Mathewson brothers, at 
that time officers In the 5th Royal 
Highlanders of Canada, enlisted in the 

commissioned ranks of the 42nd Bat- 
talion, when that corps was formed by 
the Bth R.H.C, in the summer of 1015. 
Capt, Sam Mathewson has seen con- 
siderable service with the 42ml, and 
In the attack on Courcelette, was 
slightly wounded by a bullet which 
graced his face. lie, however, re- 
fused to leave his unit. Capt, J. Ar- 
thur Mathewson, who was president 
of the Students' Council in 1914-15, 
was wounded durii K the battle of the 
Somme on September 15, helnir hit in 
the back by shrapnel. He is at pres- 
ent in London on furlough. 

Pte. John W. Mills. 

Pte. John \V. Mills, Arts '17 and 
later of Arts '18, has been admitted 
In the University College Hospital In 
London, suffering from shrapnel 
Wounds In the chest. Pte. Mills, whose 
home is In Ormstown, Que., enlisted 
here at the commencement of the 
session of 11115-1 6. with a Highland 
battalion then being formed here. 

Pte. Richard M. Ferguson. 

Pte. Richard Martin Ferguson, Arts 
'14, reported as missing since Septem- 
ber 15, Is the elder son of the Rev. Dr. 
J. T. Ferguson, Calgary, Alberta, su- 
perintendent of Home Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church. He was born 
In Cupar, Flfcshire, Scotland, on Oc- 
tober 3, 1892. and there received the 
earlier part of his education. In 1904 
he came to Canada with his parents, 
and continued his education at the 
public and high schools of Nelson. H. C,. 
where he took the Governor-General's 
medals for proficiency three times. 

After spending a year in farm work 
in Alberta and British Columbia, he 
came to MoGltl University, where he 
entered the Faculty of Arts. A bril- 
liant student, he distinguished him- 
self In mathematics and philosophy, 
During one of his vncations he work- 
ed as an assistant electrician in a 
manufacturing plant in Calgary. He 
was graduated In 1914, and after tak- 
ing a Normal School course in Cal- 
gary, became a public school teacher 
at Anthill and Sunbeam In Alberta. 
In January. 1916, Pte. Ferguson en- 
listed In the 5th Universities Com- 
pany, and left on overseas service In 
April. He was among the reinforce- 
ments sent to France early In June, 
after the third battle of Ypres. 

At McGill Pte, Ferguson was ac- 
tively connected with the Y.M.C.A. 

Lieut. F. F. Archibald. 

Word was received here yesterday 
that Lieut. F. F. Arehbald, formerly 
of the McGill contingent, C.O.T.C.. 
who was wounded on September 22, 
had succumbed to his injuries. Lieut. 
Arehbald sh irtly ifter the war start- 
ed, took up training to proceed over- 
seas by taking a course In the McGill 
C.O.T.C. He went across with a 
Montreal battalion about a vear ago. 
He had been In the trenches since the 
early part of June. Lieut. Arehbald 
was a partner in the Stoek Fxchange 
house of Uswald Brothers. Mrs. Areh- 
bald has been In Fngland for some 
time. 

Pte. P. A. Bieler. 

Pte. Philippe Alfred Ule'er, Arts MB, 
one of four brothers serving v.lth the 
Imperial fighting forees, is reported 
wounded In yesterday's morning list 
of casualties. Pte. Bieler Is the son 
of Prof. Charles Bieler. of the Mont- 
real Presbyterian College, anil of Mrs. 
Bieler. He enlisted here In January 
last with the Filth Universities Com- 
pany, and went overseas with tint 
unit tiefore tbe t'niverslty closed list 
si f sinn.

Third Year Has Only One Man 
Entered For Any Event. 



The entry list for the annual Sports 
of the University' to be held this af- 
ternoon shows very few men entered, 
but the meet will be no less interest- 
ing on that account, ns the names of 
three former all-round champions of 
the college are found on the list. Eric 
Cushing, who took the aggregate in 
1914, gives promise of coming back 
this year in his specialties, the Jumps 
and the sprints. Fric holds the dis- 
tinction of being the only man in 
college this year who has a McGill 
championship to his credit. He took 
the pole vault in 1914, his best year, 
with a great Jump of ten feet, eight 
inches, and came close to the high 
Jump record. The next year, 1915, 
Han Sutherland took his place as the 
result of the graduation of MncDou- 
gall leaving the way open for Danny 
to take all the weight events. In ad- 
dition to his ability as a weight throw- 
er, his efforts as a sprinter have won 
him many a point in University 
sports. While he has not made the re- 
cords that MaeDougall has, it was 
conceded in his first year that Ills 
sprinting made him a finer all-round 
man than the great ''Mac." Danny 
was out of college last year, but If 
he has not gone back greatly since '15, 
he should rule as favorite in to-day's 
events. Incidentally, he is the only 
man to be entered from the third 
year, but with him alone .the third 
year stands a chance of coming In 
better than last in the year competi- 
tions. The other champion, the pres- 
ent champion, In fact, is Don Smcl- 
zer, of the Senior year of medicine, 
nnd President of the Track Club. Don 
rofnped away with the high honors 
last year, after stiff competition. 
Don's work in Individual events was 
not particularly bright, but his con- 
sistency in arriving In place gave 
him enough to give him the aggre- 
gate. His ability Is such that he Is 
liable to come in first in any of the 
events he enters, though this 
factor of uncertainty in him will he, 
as it has been before, the object of 
much Interest, both by the spectators 
and the competitors themselves. It Is 
very probable ^hat the aggregate race 
this year, with such men entered, will 
be more intense In Interest than any 
held In recent years. 

As for the year title, the fourth 
year seems to have that pretty well 
sewed up, Judging by past perform- 
ances, a thing which is pretty apt to 
prove treacherous In ordlnnry cases, 
lint the wonderful record of '17 in 
this branch of sports is far from or- 
dinary in all respects. In the first 
plaee, '17 has won every meet that 
they have participated In since theJr 
arrival In these classic shades, and in 
no case were they pushed to come out 
in front. Likewise, the all-round cham- 
pionship has been sporting the breast 
of a '17 man since this wholly mar- 
vellous collection of world beaters 
look to the paths and pits In the misty 
bye-gone days of 1913. There Is 
some possibility of this leaving their 
hands since Danny deserted thnm for 
tli.. third year. 

Several other men who are enter- 
ed, while never having figured in Ihe 
all-round race, are worthy of men- 
tion as stars, in their own particular 
line, of no mean magnitude. First *nf 
tie s,, is llillier. who can be counted on 
to win the sprints ordinarily. Hillo r 
has done the hundred In better time

Intervention by the University au- 
thorities acting in conjunction with 
the Students' Council, yesterday, was 
responsible for the release of some 
eighty Freshmen who had been taken 
prisoners in various raids carried out 
by the Sophomores since an early 
hour in the morning, and who were 
being held in a house on University 
properly in the vicinity of the Sta- 
dium to prevent their participation in 
the contemplated Freshman-Sopho- 
more "scrap" to-day. Incidentally, 
after a conference of several hours' 
duration. It was agreed by the leaders 
of both Freshmen and Sophomores 
that the "scrap" be abandoned for the 
year. 

disregarding the recommendation 
made by the Students' Council that 
the>' avoid occupation of any of the 
houses on University property, the 
Sophomores yesterday morning, at un 
early hour, took possession of a dis- 
used residence near the Molson House, 
the scene of lust year's encounter be- 
tween the First and Second years, 
and to this place, Freshmen, rous- 
ed from their sleep In various 
lodging-houses, and others whu were 
captured while at their studies In the 
University buildings were taken. It 
appears that the Freshmen, who as a 
body hold the numerical superiority, 
had contemplated a coup upon the 
Sophomores following the drill of the 
C.O.T.C. last evening. Wind of this 
plan reached the Sophomores, and 
with a view to placing as many of the 
Freshmen as possible on a non-com- 
batant basis during the "scrap," and 
also to make the "scrap" a more 
equally -sided affair, concerted efforts 
were made to gather together all avail- 
able Freshmen. The fact that the 
Freshmen had also placed an order 
for «00 eggs of doubtful age for use 
in the contemplated "scrap" also be- 
came known' to the Second year men. 
By representing that they were Fresh- 
men and that they wished to change 
the address for delivery previously 
given by the First year men, a group 
of Sophomores effected the capture of 
the ammunition and Its transfer to 
their headquarters. 

The Sophomores commenced to put 
their plans Into operation at six 
o'clock yesterday morning, when tne 
men gathered according to Faculties, 
at meeting places previously decided 
upon. The Medicos took the west end 
of the city; the Science men the cen- 
tral portion of the city; and Arts 
the remainder, Taken by surprise, 
and In many cases while on their way 
to attend lectures, the Freshmen sub- 
mitted with little opposition to be- 
ing tied up by the Second year men. 
One husky Medical Freshman, how- 
ever, made strenuous resistance when 
accosted in front of the new Medical 
Building, and it required ten Sopho- 
mores to tie him up. The various 
parties gathered In the rear of 
Btrathcona Hall with their prisoners 
at seven o'clock, and marched to the 
Midson property a short time after- 
wards. For further punitive opera- 
tions an Ice waggon, driven by a resi- 
lient of the east end of the city was 
commandeered. As the. Freshmen were 
collected, their hands were tied antl 
they were thrown in the ice waggon 
to ba driven to Headquarters, It is 

said that High School students were 
stopped on their way to school and 
compelled to undergo a thorough ex- 
amination before being permitted to 
proreed. 

Various skirmishes between Fresh- 
men and Sophomores took place tltir- 
Ing the morning, the most serious of 
which was a clash on the east cam- 
pus, when twelve Freshmen who had 
been captured and tied up by Second 
year men were released on the Inter- 
vention of officials. 

While in the disused house, the 
Freshmen were well treated, and 
seemed rather to enjoy their experi- 
ence. At 9:30 a.m. bread, tea and 
coffee were served the prisoners, who 
sat wrapped In blankets against the 
walls. Straw had been thrown about 
the floor and the Freshmen seemed 
quite contented. 

Several attempts to escape were 
made by Freshmen, but in each case 
the uprisings were quelled by Sopho- 
mores backed up by eggs. On one 
occasion, when one Sophomore was 
left to guard a room full of Fresh- 
men, the ','tter contrived unexpectedly 
to close the door .and had the Soph, 
in their power when other Second 
year men began to bombard the room 
from outside, after they had captur- 
ed a Freshman in Dentistry, who had 
freed himself and jumped from the 
window to the ground, a distance of 
from 15 to 20 feet. Throughout the 
Freshmen made no effort to organize 
to rescue their classmates. 

Things began to move in official 
circles when it became known that the 
Sophomores had taken possession of 
the disused house, and were using it 
as a base for their Operation*), Fresh- 
men being kept there tied with ropes, 
and their personal liberty otherwise 
being interfered with. I\ p.. Com- 
mon, M.A., President of the Students' 
Council, was first appealed to by a 
student of the Freshman class in Arts, 
who had sought police protection af- 
ter escaping from a body of Soplm-

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YESTERDAY'S AFFAIR. 

The creditable manner in which a rather critical situation was 
dealt with by every one concerned, directly or indirectly, in the af- 
fair between the first and second years yesterday, iqtfporthy of more 
than passing comment. There can hardly be any doubt but that the 
Sophomores did wrong in occupying a University building in the 
face of the resolution of the Council and of the attitude taken by the 
Committee of Morals and Discipline last year. Outside of this no 
great objections can be urged against the proceedings — the prison 
ers, while rather closely confined and guarded, were treated as well 
as could be expected under the circumstances, and, in fact, the vast 
majority of them seemed to enjoy the novel experience they wen 
forced to undergo; the victors caused no destruction of property, 
and only took what precautions anyone would deem reasonable to 
keep the vanquished in their power, and it must have been a sore 
blow to them to be required to release the Freshmen after the bril- 
liant piece of strategy made use of in capturing them. However, the 
fact that they did release them is all the more to their credit, and 
goes to show that they were broad minded enough to realize that 
the greater good of the University should overrule any selfish ideas 
of personal satisfaction. 

There is one rumor which seems to have taken a somewhat firm 
hold on the minds of a large number of the members of the first two 
years, to the effect that the Students' Council took it upon itself to 
act in the matter, and that the assertion of intervention by Univer- 
sity authorities was nothing more or less than a fictitious statement 
This is absolutely false, and has not the vestige of truth in it. Let 
lis see the exact position of the students concerned, the Students' 
Council and the University authorities. 

Yesterday morning-, Frank Common, President of the Council, 
received from the authorities at the college a statement to the ef- 
fect that some Freshmen were detained in a University building by 
the Sophomores, and that the Students' Council was requested to 
consult with the second year men with the object of having the pris- 
oners released, and that if this was not done they, the authorities, 
would take means of having them released, — means which would not 
reflect to the credit of McGill. This was the constitutional method 
of dealing with the matter. To quote from the constitution of the 
Students' Society (sec. 4, art. 5) : 

The Executive Council shall be the only recognized medium 
between the Students and the University Authorities and the 
General Public. 

Nothing could be clearer than this, and the Council was acting in 
its constituted capacity when taking the step it did. It was doing 
more than this. It was protecting, or at least doing all in its power 
to protect the student body from incurring the odium of the citizens 
of Montreal, which might have resulted had it not intervened. The 
Students' Council should be congratulated on the manner in which 
it dealt with the question, and the praiseworthy decision which was 
reached, although the real credit for the latter is due the Freshmen 
and Sophomores themselves. 



EDITORIAL NOTES. 



Men of the year '17 will be particularly interested in the Sports 
this afternoon, because if they win to-day's meet they will hold the 
'distinction of having won every Annual Sports Meet held while at 
McGill. The Freshmen and Seniors' entries are almost numerically 
the same, and the contest will resolve itself into a struggle between 
these two classes, with the Seniors having the advantage of experi- 
ence in former competitions. While indications at present arc not 
very promising for the best of weather conditions, yet. if it does not 
rain during the meet the past inclemency will have little effect on 
the event, as the track is so constructed as to be in good condition 
even after a heavy downpour. It is needless to say that every stu- 
dent in the University should be present, because it is the University 
holiday, and will also prove of general interest. It does seem a 
shame that more entries have not been received, and it is, to Ray the 
least, peculiar that the second and third year men cannot find both 
interest and time enough to participate. If the Seniors, with the 
amount of work which falls on their Hhoultlers, can make a very 
creditable showing in the entry list, the only explanation for the ab- 
sence of representatives from the Junior and Sophomore years is a 
combination of apathy and indolence. 



An announcement of paramount importance to those who will be 
playing football this year is the result of the special meeting of the 
Athletic Association held yesterday, an account of which is printed 
in another column of the present issue. There was perhaps room for 
a faUe impression to be gained last year, when the judges appointed 
were not outsiders, not that their fairness was in the least questioned, 
but there are in every community people who love to hear them- 
selves talk, and are only too glad to seize on what appears to be a 
possible opportunity to make trouble. The new arrangement leaves 
the recommendations, on which the "M's" are granted by the Ath- 
letic Association, entirely outside the control of any members of the 
student body. The regulation in regard to the number of games 
each man must play to be eligible for an *'M," as well as the obli- 
gations of attendance at practice, makes it that to earn the athletic 
award a man will have to work as faithfully in the inter-faculty 
games as he would have to work to win a similar honour were the 
Inter-collegiate league in existence this year.

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mores who were removing him to 
their headquarters. This student 
claimed that he had been initiated 
three times during the present week, 
and that ho believed he had suffered 
sufficiently, also making the claim 
that he had been abused by the Sopho- 
mores when he had accosted a police- 
man on the street and had craved pro- 
tection. At the same time Dr. J. A. 
Nicholson, the Registrar of the Uni- 
versity, after a survey of the situa- 
tion, got In touch with Mr. Common, 
and urged the Students' Council to 
take steps to have the captive Fresh- 
men released, on the ground that the 
Sophomores had forced their way In- 
to private property, and that the re- 
tention of the Freshmen might prove 
injurious to their health. In addition 
the whole Incident met with the ex- 
treme displeasure of the University 
authorities, who were determined that 
there should be no repetition of last 
year's fracas, where Injury and dam- 
age to property might very easily re- 
sult. Mr. Common accordingly order- 
ed an armistice until one o'clock, and 
also called a special meeting of the 
Students' Council and of the presi- 
dents of the First and Second year 
classes in the Union at the same hour. 
A conference between ' Sir William 
Peterson, the Principal: Dr. C. E. 
Moyse, chairman of the committee of 
Morals and Discipline: Walter Vau- 
ghan. Bursar; Dr. J. A. Nicholson, 
secretary; Frank B. Common, presi- 
dent, and H. M. Morgan, vice-presi- 
dent, of the Students' Council, follow- 
ed. Voicing the feeling of official 
McGill in the matter. Sir William 
Peterson stated that the release of the 
Freshmen Incarcerated in the Muc- 
kay house must be effected Immedi- 
ately, or the University authorities 
would take other measures to bring 
this about, measures which might 
bring much discredit upon the Uni- 
versity. He further stated that the 
practice of raids being carried out 
upon boarding houses and the student 
occupants being forced to accompany 
those In seurch of them would not be 
tolerated, nor could the fact that stu- 
dents had taken possession of Uni- 
versity property be overlooked. This 
was contrary to the attitude taken by 
the University last year, when a fine 
was imposed upon students taking 
part in the melee, and a warning giv- 
en that such an occurrence would not 
again be tolerated. The Princlpu! 
asked that the Students' Council take 
the matter up and recommend that 
the men be released. Should this re- 
commendation not be followed by the 
Second year men, the University 
would be compelled to bring other 
forces Into play. 

Some sixty Freshmen and Sopho- 
mores followed their presidents Into 
the Union for the meeting called with 
the Students' Council at one o'clock. 
Frank B. Common called the atten- 
tion of the students to the situation 
which had arisen, and presented a re- 
commendation adopted at a meeting 
of the Students' Council a few min- 
utes before, urging the release of the 
Freshmen. Much discussion ensued 
upon this. After a debate of some 
time, the Sophomores consented to 
release the men on the understand- 
ing that they be parolled. This the 
Freshmen presidents were unwilling 
to agree to. It being urged that the 
"scrap" take place at a set hour yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Common stat- 
ed that the Council could not offer to 
regulate the "Scrap," but could only 
offer its good offices in an endeavor 
to reach an adjustment of the situa- 
tion. One thing had to bo done Im- 
mediately, and that was to release the 
Freshmen in the Mackay house. It 
was three o'clock before an agreement 
was reached in the matter, the Sopho- 
mores offering to release their cap- 
tives and to withdraw from the "scrap" 
altogether. This met with the ap- 
proval of the Freshmen representa- 
tives. 

At 3.30 the Freshmen were released 
after their long confinement, their 
faces smeared with paint and their 
clothing In none too good shape. In 
spite of their predicament they seem- 
ed In the best of spirits. Mr. Common 
explained the situation to the men in 
the house, and urged them to go home 
without any further trouble, a recom- 
mendation which met with approval, 
particularly as a heavy rain was fall- 
ing. 

Jhere were few. If any, lectures In 
the First and Second years of the 
University, and a strange quietness 
pervaded the buildings. 

It Is said that even though the 
Freshmen were released, serious con- 
sequences may follow the Incident, 
with expulsion from the University 
hinted at In some cases of ringlead- 
ers.

Strathcona Hall, 
with Its reading room and lighted 
fire place, has made many a fellow 
cheery In the past, and the new-com- 
er to McGill should at least pay a 
visit, either from loneliness or out of 
curiosity. 

Commencing when church Is over, 
the "Sing" has proven Itself to be 
the best place to spend an hour be- 
fore retiring. 

Old favorite hymns, at the request 
of those present, are sung until about 
9.30, when light refreshments are 
served. About fifteen minutes more 
are spent In singing, and the whole 
Is through ay 10 o'clock sharp.

The Lake Mohonk Conference on 
International Arbitration, offers a 
prize of S 100 for the best essay on "In- 
ternational Arbitration," by an under- 
graduate man student of any College 
or University in the United States or 
Canada.

Dewltt Pugsley, of New York City, 
Harvard, '09, and the Judges Hon. 
William Howard Taft, Kent Profes- 
sor of Law, Yale University; Arthur 
K. Kuhn, Ph.D., Lecturer In Private 
International Law, Columbia Univer- 
sity; Hear Admiral Austin M. Knight, 
U.S.N., President Naval War College, 
Newport, B.I. 

The contest closes on March 15, 
1917, and the following are the con- 
ditions: 

Each essay should show an under- 
standing of the nature and history of 
international arbitration apart from 
and In connection with the Hague 
Conferences and Haguo Court, and 
mav also refer to (or. subject to the 
above requirement, emphasize) such 
subjects as the Permanent Court of 
Arbitration, the proposed Judicial 
Arbitration Court, Good Offices, Me- 
ditttlon tfd Commissars of Inquiry, 
'* tieated in il'» "Convc nions f..>r the 
Pun. fie Set 'ement of International 
Disputes" adopted by the first and 
sen-rid Hague Conference, and In the 
"Drift Convention Relative to the 
Creation of n Judicial Arbitration 
Court" agreed to by tha second Ha^ue 
Conference. 

Each contestant Is requested to ap- 
pend to his essay a list of works con- 
sulted, if possible, with specific re- 
ferences. 

The term "undergraduate student" 
applies to one who, in a college or 
scientific school, is doing the work 
prescribed for the degree of bachelor, 
or its technical equivalent. 
' Essays must not exceed G,000 words 
(a length of 3,000 words is suggested 
as desirable), and must be written, 
preferably In typewriting, on one side 
ot ly of plain paper or ordinary let- 
ter size (81n, by 10H In.). Manuscprlts 
not easily legible will not be consid- 
ered. 

Each essay should bear a nom de 
plume or arbitrary sign which should 
be Included In an accompanying let- 
ter giving the writer's real name, col- 
lege, class and home address. Both 
letter and essay should reach H. C. 
Phillips. Secretary, Lake Mohonk 
Conference, (address, until Dccemher 
1, 1916, Mohonk Lake, N.Y.; Decem- 
ber 1, 1916. to April I, 1917, 8581 Four- 
teenth Street N. W., Washington, 
D.C.), not later than March 15, 1917. 
Essays should be mailed flat (not 
rolled). 

The award of the prize will he 
made at the Lake Mohonk Confer- 
ence In May, 1917, to which the win- 
ner will be invited.

The eighth Pugsley prize brought 
out forty-three essays. The prize wus 
won by George B. Falrlnmb, Jr., a 
sophomore In the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Maryland.

The Royal Military College of 
Canada. 



THERE are few national institutions 
of more value ami interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this, 
its object and the work it is accomplish- 
ing are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. 

The College is a Government Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions In all branches <>r 
military science to Cadets and Officers of 
the Canadian Militia. In fact. It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military Instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there Is In addition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subjects 
which form "ich an Important part of 
the College urse. Medical attendance 
Is also provided. 

Whilst the College Is organized on a 
strictly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and scientific training In 
subjects essential to a sound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and in addition, the 
constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 
Commissions In all branches of the Im- 

§erlal service and Canadian Permanent 
'orce are offered nnnually. 
The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
nnd by the Regulations of the Law So- 
ciety of Ontario, It obtains the same ex- 
emptions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three years 
In three terms of !>M> months each. 

The total cost of the course. Including 
board, uniform. Instructional material, 
and ail extras Is about $8nn. 

The annual competitive examination for 
admission to the college, takes place In 
May of each year, at the headquarters < 
the several military districts.

Rules for Football was 
Drawn Up Yesterday 
Afternoon. 



A special meeting of the Athletic 
Association was held In the Union 
yesterday at 5 o'clock, to discuss the 
report of the committee appointed to 
look Into the awarding of M's for 
football this year. After some discus- 
sion the following motion was adopt- 
ed:— 

1— That all players, In order to 
qualify, must play at least 75 per 
cent, of all games, and attend team 

practices. 

2— That three, neutral Judges not af- 
filiated with college activities lie ap- 
pointed. 

3— That these Judges grade all play- 
ers according to the ability displayed 

I in (he various games. 

4— That all players wear distinctive 
I letters or numbers to facilitate the 
j work of the Judges. 

5_Xhat each Judge work Indepen- 
| dently of the other .and send a r«- 
I port to the Athletic Associa clon. 

6— That the Athletic Association 
discuss the reports of the various 
Judges and award "M's" accordingly. 

7— That a limit of six (6) large 
block, and eight (8) small block 
"M's" be granted, but that only such 
a number as In the opinion of the 
Association have duly earned their 
letters, shall be awarded. 

Communications from T. J. Fox 
nnd J, P. Gllhooly. applying for re- 
instatement, were read, but were left 
over to the next meeting. 

The meeting then adjourned. 




HOLLAND'S NAVAL CRANES. 

London, England— Before the Insti- 
tution of Naval Architects, M. G. de 
fielder recently described the new 
dock cranes used by the Rotterdam 
I Dockyard Company. The Rotterdam 
Dockyard Company Is now turning out 
i more tonnage than any other yard 
j in Holland, the output last year hav- 
ing been nine steamers, each of 6,000 
I tons deadweight or over, complete 
with all machinery. Originally the 
shipyard used the ordinary derrick 
masts of modernised type (viz., lat- 
ticework masts with electric hoisting 
winches on the ground level), and In 
addition, wire-rope switchbacks be- 
; tween wooden poles placed at the 
ends of each berth. This combination 
' nt derrick-masts and switchback was 
; found to be very satisfactory, when 
I account was taken of the low Initial 
cost, but It was thought advisable to 
adopt a more efficient arrangement, 
because the size of steamers to be 
built was on the Increase, and quick 
handling of material was absolutely 
necessary In order to arrive at a large 
output. 

After a consideration of various ar- 
rangements, a system was designed 
I which, said the lecturer, was a com- 
* l.lnatlon of the ideas embodied In the 
travelling tower crane and the can- 
tilever crane. The cranes, supplied by 
the Haarlemsche Machinefabtlck, of 
Haarlem, were of the all-round swing- 
ing type, and ran alongside the berths 
on top of lattice girders supported 
; by columns. They could lift three 
tons at the extreme end of the arm, 
seven and a half tons with a radius of 
I 29 feet « Inches and Intermediate 
weights between these limits. The 
i hoisting speed was 20 Inches per sec- 
jond for three tons. 13 Inches for five 
I tons, and 10 Inches for a load of 76 



tons. The horizontal travelling speed 
was 39 IncheB per second, and the 
swinging of the crane through 360 de- 
grees required only 35 seconds. The 
travelling speed of the trolley on the 
arm was 20 Inches per second. 

A year's experience, Continued Mr. 
Golder, showed that one crane was 
quite sufficient to transport all the 
material required for tho building of 
a 6,000-ton steamer, about 360 feet 
long, and that such a steamer could 
be launched practically ready for de- 
livery within four months after the 
keel was laid. A fair opportunity of 
ascertaining the direct saving In 
wages duo to the shipyard cranes was 
afforded by building two sister ves- 
sels of about 6,000 tons on the same 
berth and under exactly the same con- 
ditions, with this difference only, that 
the first ship was built before tho 
cranes were fitted, and the second 
ship Immediately after. The direct 
saving obtained by reducing the piece- 
work rates of the iron-workers and 
laborers, amounted to 6 per cent. 
Apart from this direct saving there 
were Indirect savings which were ra- 
ther difficult to estimate. The cost of 
upkeep of wires, blocks and tackles 
was practically reduced to nothing. 
Although the piecework rates for riv- 
eting were not changed, the cost of 
riveting was reduced on account of 
the fact that the cranes allowed parts 
of bulkheads, girders, etc., to he riv- 
eted up hydraullcally on the ground, 
before being lifted In place. Instead of 
being riveted up by hund or pneu- 
matically after erection in place. An- 
other important factor was that the 
engineers could now put in place all 
their auxiliaries and shafting before 
the vessel was launched, thus obviat- 
ing great delay and Inconvenience In 
competing the vessels at tho finishing 
berth. 

Finally, there was the Important 
saving In time of building. Kor the 
6,000-ton vessels referred to, built 
under similar conditions, the time for 
the second ship was reduced from 
five to four months, which meant an 
increase of output of 25 per cent., and 
a considerable reduction of the amount 
of the general expenses to be charged 
up to each vessel, apart from the fact 
that the time of delivery which might 
be quoted often affected the contract 
price which might be obtained. In 
fact, within 18 ordinary working days 
after the first keelplate was laid 
down all the remaining keel plates, the 
bottom plating in way of double bot- 
tom, the entire double bottom, Includ- 
ing centre girder. Intercostal floors, 
margin plates, tank top plating, all 
the frames from collision bulkhead to 
after peak bulkhead, two complete 
side stringers, and all bulkhead wing 
plates, also 60 shell plates, and various 
strong beams, all for a 6.200-de.id- 
welght cargo steamer, had been erect- 
ed In place by the use of two cranes 
as described above.

BRITISH 8HIPPING INCREASE8. 

A substantial increase In English 
merchant shipping under construction 
for three months is shown by Lloyd's, 
which report» that on October 1 there 
were 469 vessels building, represent- 
ing 1,789.054 tons, or shout 249,000 
tons more than the figures for the 
previous quarter, and 263,000 tons 
more than a year ago. 



SHIPPING LOSSES. 

The Journal of Commerce statistics 
show 8,097,097 tons of shipping de- 
stroyed since the beginning of tlie 
war, representing 1,662 ships. The 
average number destroyed In each of 
the past five months was 88 ships, of 
126,738 tons. Individual tonnage whs 
higher In Heptemoer than In August. 
Great Britain and Norway had the 
greatest losses last month.

OTTAWA, Oct. 19.— Lleut.-Oeneral 
Sir Sam Hughes, Minister of Militia 
and Defence, has authorized the or- 
ganization of a Highland battalion In 
connection with Queen's University. 
Kingston, with Major Campbell, now 
commandant of Fort Henry, In com- 
mand, and Major R. D. Sutherland, 
ex-Mayor of Kingston, as second In 
command. The officers of the bat- 
talion will not be confined to mem- 
bers of the staff of the University. 

For some time there has been all 
kinds of rumors In the air about a 
new battalion, and when It was an- 
nounced recently that Kingston would 
have one company of a new base bat- 
talion, it was felt that, perhaps, af- 
ter all, Kingston would not have a 
battalion. The Standard suggested at 
the very beginning of the talk for an- 
other battalion, that It be a kilties' 
battalion, and that the new unit, If 
authorized be given an unlimited re- 
cruiting area. This has been done. 
Queen's will have a Highland bat- 
talion, and will be given the whole of 
Canada as a recruiting area. From 
the Atlantic, to the Pacific, the new 
battalion will be able to reach out for 
recruits, and from Its Scotch Presby- 
terian graduates, will no doubt be able 
to secure the necessary number of 
men. 

The names of several city and coun- 
ty officers are mentioned In connec- 
tion with the new battalion. These 
will be made known later, though It Is 
pretty certain that Major Vanluven, of 
the county, will be Included In the 
list. 

Organization will commence at once, 
but It Is not yet known where the 
battalion will be quartered. Kingston 
will be the headquarters, nnd the city 
will have to get busy st once to ac- 
commodate the new unit. It Is ex- 
pected that one company will be raised 
In the city within a month^

Mr. Paul Seurot Addresses on 
"Western Front" 



VERDUN FIGHTING SHOWN. 



Fine Description. Reel Depicts 
Actual Fighting of French 
Warriors. 



Last night the members of the 
Cnimdlan Society of Civil Engineers 
listened to a very Interesting and in- 
structive lecture given in their club 
rooms at 176 Mansfield street. The 
lecturer, Mr. Paul A. N. Seurot, M.Can. 
Soc. C.E., was one of the party of 
Canadians recently entertained hy the 
French War Department. The Can- 
adians were given liberal freedom to 
visit all sections of the Western 
French battlefrimt. They had excep- 
tional opportunities to photograph 
the army In Its operations, not only 
behind the lines, but also right up to 
the front line trenches. 

The lecturer recited a few of the 
narrow escapes experienced while 
taking some of the scenes. On more 
than one occasion bombs dropped by 
aerial raiders missed the party by 
but a small distance. While near the 
trenches, large shells dropped all 
around them, providing timely .studios 
for their photography. Considering 
the difficult ami risky nature of the 
undertakings, the pictures for clear- 
ness and camera skill were truly mar- 
vels. 

A very interesting reel showed a sec- 
tion of- the Verdun fighting. Behind 
the lines, long lines of ammunition 
auto cars were seen transporting shells 
for the big "Jack Johnsons," followed 
by the famous "7f>" and "145" m.m. At 
the front slides depleting the havoc 
wrought by the huge 45 cm. German 
guns placed 17 miles behind their lines 
wen- but a few of the many Interest- 
ing ones shown. 

The lecturer pointed out the Innum- 
erable churches singled out by the 
Germane for their artillery targets. In 
bold contrast to these revengeful tac- 
tics stood out the treatment of the 
German prisoners. Many of the 
French prison camps, even the cap-

Make Trip to Study Material 
Handling System. 



WOMEN ARE GOOD 
WORKERS 



Many Have Been Employed 
Since War and Have Proved 
Efficient. 



The annual general inspection of 
the Angus Shops by the students of 
Railway Transportation was held on 
Monday under the direction of Pro- 
fessor Keay, head of that department. 
This annual trip is made in Connec- 
tion with the course In Railroad Me- 
chanical Engineering, taken as one of 
the subjects of the fourth year. The 
objects of the trips are two-fold; first, 
to follow out the method of progres- 
sion used in the manufacture of rail- 
road requisites of various kinds, and 
the systems and appliances used to 
minimize handling of materials in 
passing from one process to another 
In the course of their manufacture 
and delivery to the stores department 
or the loading track. The second ob- 
ject is to view some of the more in- 
teresting and unique processes, the 
most fascinating la undoubtedly the 
grey Iron foundry where the car 
wheels are made. The cur wheel foun- 
dry at Angus Is probably the finest 
and best equipped In Canada, and 
hence was of more than usual Inter- 
est. Car wheels when cast, are cool- 
ed very slowly iu order to eliminate 
weakness, which would result from 
uneven cooling stresses if the metal 
were to be cooled rapidly. The newly 
cast wheels are carried directly from 
the moulds and deposited In deep 
brick lined pita, which are entirely 
surrounded by sand and are covered 
up after the pit is filled with wheels. 
The wheels are left In there for sev- 
eral days, and cool extremely slowly, 
sometimes still being very hot to the 
touch when removed. The slow cool- 
ing anneals the wheel to some extent, 
but the absence of weakening stresses 
more than offets that Undesirable 
feature. The rim of the wheel la chill- 
ed |n casting, but the heat from the 
main body of' the casting soon an- 
neals that. The only advantage of 
this quick chill Is that the Iron of the 
rim takes on a much closer and finer 
texture and hence wears better in ser- 
vice. The shop offered a good exam- 
ple of economy of operation, there be- 
ing no backward movements In the 
whole operation from cupula to cool- 
ing pits. The steel ear shops offer an 
interesting study. There the whole 
car is made up from the strips of steel 
plate to the completed product. The 
plate punching machines and the Vie- 
thud used for spotting the punches 
proved of Interest, but the lack of new- 
Car work made any study of handling 
economy impossible, as parts of the 
shop were not In operation at all. 
This was the case In most of the 
other shops also, so that a great part 
of the time was spent In watching the 
machinery. 

Probably the most Interesting fea- 
ture of the trip was the way in which 
the use of women in some parts of tile 
plant has supplemented the use of 
men, and their superiority In these 
cases as to quality of work turned 
out. Several women painters are be- 
ing employed In palming passenger 
cars, and have proved very adapt- 
able in this work. This may no doubt 
be due to a woman's natural aptitude 
and experience In this line. There 
are a number of women being used In 
the car upholstery department, and 
results show that they are fully as sat- 
isfactory here as are men. 

Mr. Llddy, the president of the 
Railway Club, was particularly inter- 
ested in this phase of the labor prob- 
lem, and hnd some unique remarks on 
the subject, even attempting to gain 
an Interview with some of the fuir 
sex laborers. Further trips are to be 
made throughout the session.
